considerable privation which 
vould not be suffered if he had a 
few Cows. 

The “Cow Bill” is intended to 
“get him the cattle on terms which 
will give him a chance to become 
a wealth-producer from the first 
day, and give him something to go 
along on while he is breaking up 
his Band and getting established as 
a farmer. For the older settlers, 
who already have a- considerabl« 
area broken up but who have no 
stock, it is a particularly advan- 
Wageous bill, as it gives them an 
opportunity to stock up at once and 
turn to a profit a large part of their 

roduction which otherwise would 

waste. 

To state it briefly, the Govern- 
ment guarantees the farmers loans 
to the extent of $500 each for stock 

urchases; makes an arrangement 
y which the loans can be dis- 
counted at the bank at 6 per cent., 
and gives the farmer five years in 
which to repay the money, but re- 
serves the right to call the loan at 
any time the farmer fails to protect 
his own and the country’s interest 
by neglecting to take care of his 
cattle. . 

The “Cow Bill” is a brief and 
business-like bill, written in simple 
language which anyone can under- 
stand, and setting out very plainly 
what the Government proposes to 
¢ If have not already a 
capy of the bill send to the Live 
Stock Branch of the Department of 
‘Agriculture jn Edmonton and get 
one.at once. It may mean some- 
thiske to you; possibly it may mean 
the Idifference between success and 
failure, between independence and 
foreclosure, on that homestead of 
yours, ; 

In the outset it provides that any 
five farmers, or more, may ban 
themselves into an association for 
the purpose of taking advantage of 
the ‘Cow Bill.” Having arrived at 
an understanding among themselves 
hat each of them is willing to go 
bn a joint note for the purpose of 
aising money to buy ive stock the 
ssociation notifies. the Live Stock

the lender looks into the standing 
and genuineness of the members ot 
the association applying for the 
loan. If on examination, they are 
found to be genuine settlers who are 
in the farming business with the in- 
tention of becoming permanent set- 
tlers the commissioner notifies the 
lender of the maximum amount the 
Government is prepared to guar 

antee as a loan to the association. 
The lender takes the joint note of 
the association, forwards it to the 
Live Stock Department in Edmon- 
ton, gets it stamped with the Gov 

ernment’s guarantee, which make: 
it as good as gold, and places the 
amount of the note in some cha 

tered bank most convenient for th 

operations of the settlers who for» 

the association. There isa fee o! 
$1.00. on each hundred dollars bor 

rowed, intended. to cover the post 

age and such incidental expenses a: 

may be incurred in putting through 
‘he loan, and this $1.00 per hundred 
the settler pays at the time of turn: 

ng in the loan for discount. 


he judge of liow niuch,\up to 8500 

each settler will be allowed to bor 
row. Because an application ha- 
een made by five farmers for $50! 
‘ach it does not necessarily follov 
hat the commissi=ner will be will 
ing to extend to all of them th: 
naximum credit; but, generall 
peaking, it is to be expected tha! 
he will recommend the total amoun 
so long as the settler looks like a: 
industrious and conscientious mar 
who is a good moral risk. 

With the government’s guarante: 
stamped upon the note, the lende: 
Saving been called upon to deposii 
the amount of the Joan in the bank, 
and the commissioner having noti- 
fied each settler what proportion ot 
the money he has applied for will 
be lent to him, the association is 
then in shape to commence buying 
cattle. According to the provisions 
of the act the cattle bought must 
be cows or two-year-old heifers. 
The money is to be paid out by 
cheque. The settler himself does 
the buying, but his purchases are 
subject to the approval of the com- 
missioner, So long as the price is 
reasonable and the cattle are all 
right the commissioner may be de- 
pended upon to give his approval. 
Money for the payment of the pur- 
chase price of the cattle is paid out 
by cheque, the cheque to be signed 
by the commissioner as well as by 
the purchaser. The cattle, as well as 
the offspring, are branded so that 
they may be identified at any time 
in case they go astray and as a pro- 
tection to the other-four members 
of the association should one mem- 
ber attempt to put anything over 
by selling his cattle. 

According to the aot the cattle 
are not to be sold, but remain, in 
effect, the property of the province 
until the loan has been discharged. 
Mortgages given against them 
would be so much ‘waste paper, as 
they do not really belong to the set- 
tler until paid for. But, except for 


‘d|the #500 and the 6 per cent. inter- 


est, the Government asks nothing 
for the guarantee except that the 
farmer takes good care of his stock. 
The commissioner may, and will, 
give consent ‘to the sale of the male 
offspring of the herd when they 
reach two years old, and this is the 
source from which it is presumed

At the end of five years the loan 
must all be paid. In the meantime 
the farmer is richer by the natural 
increase, and by whatever dairy 
products he has received from the 
herd bought with the $500. 

The $500 costs the farmer $30 a 
year, or $2.50 a month, If he can- 
not make this much out of five 
cows or ten heifers and pay back 
the original capital at the end of the 
five years out of the increase, with 
a snug little profit to himself, then 
he is not a very good farmer, and 
he should try something else, The 
Government of ‘Alberta is just 
sporty enough to believe that they 
can all do it; that the country is 
rich enough, and that the farmers, 
settlers, and homesteaders are sin- 
cere enough and honest enough that 
money lent to them is just as safe 
as though piled up in gold in the 
treasury, and vastly more produc- 
tive, and the Government is going 
to back that bet by giving every 
bona fide settler and farmer a 
chance to get on his feet within the 
next five years and become the 
owner of a herd,

Western Canada’s 1916 Crop Worth 
$439,000,000 


The total value of the trop of 
Western Canada last year was $439,- 
000,000, according to the official com- 
putation of the Canadian government: 

The progress of Western Canada 
during the past five years can be well 
illustrated by the fact that the acre- 
age under cultivation in the province 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta increased from 17,130,000 in 
1911 to 20,553,000 in 1916, The value 
of all field crops increased from $240,. 
449,000 in 1911 to $439,820,000 in 
1916, 

It is also worthy of note that the 
acreage under crop to yarious kinds 
of fodder crops, including alfalfa, 
fodder corn, and the different vari 
eties of hay, increased from 437,000 in 
1915 to 464,000 in 1916—an increase of

How to Incorporate a Hospital 
Distriet and Provide for tho 
Operation of a Hospital 


Under the Municipal Hospitals 
Act passed at the recent Session of 
the Legislature, the Minister ef 
Municipal Affairs is authorized to 
divide the province into Hospital 
Districts. He is also charged with 
the responsibility of supplying, 
plans, specifications, estimates, ad- 
vice on sights and management and 
such other assistance as he may 
be able to give. The bringing into 
existance of a hospital depends upon 
the initative of the people. When 
only one municipality. is con- 
cerned, all that is necessary to in- 
itiate action is a petition signed by 
twenty-five electors and agreed to 
by the municipal council. When 
more than one council is concerned 
the consent of the other council or 
councils is necessary, a8 well as the 
petition from the electors within 
the municipality. The preliminary 
work being done, the council shall 
appoint a hospital board, In the 
case of one municipality undertak- 
ing the work, the board shall con- 
sist of three members of the council. 
When there are two municipalities 
in the proposed district each council 
shall appoint three representatives, 
one being a member of the council 
and two electors, not councillors. 
en thc appointments are made 
names are sent to the Minister 
Names a convenor and the 
place and date of meeting for Brgan- 
ization. The board has power— — 

To appoint such officials as may 
be necessary and to fix the amount 
of remuneration ; 

To determine the site and arrange 
for purchase of same; 

To arrange for the acquiring or 
erection of a suitable building; 

To make arrangements with any 
existing hospital, if preferred to un- 
dertake the establishment and 
maintenance of a separate institu- 
tion; 

To engage medical practioneers 
and nurses; 

To arrange for financing the hos- 
pital, the preparation of estimates,

BY-LAW No. 72 


A By-Law of the Town of Gletchen 
to purchase and operate an electric 
light plant. 

WV hereas it is deemed expedient by 
the Council of the Town of Gleichen 
to acquire and operate the electric 
light plant owned by F. ©. Vigar in 
the aforesaid town and now offered 
by him to the town of Gleichen for 
$4000.00 (Four thousand dollars). 

And whereas a further sum of 
$1000.00 will be required for re-con- 
struction¥l purposes; 

And whereas it is deemed advisable 
that the indebtnoss thus created be 
renee over @ period of 10 years and 
that debentures issued hereunder bear 
interest at the rate of six per cent per 
annum, 

And whereas the whole rateable 
property of the Town of Gleichen ac- 
cording to the last revised assessment 
is the sum of $848,055.00. 

And whereas the present bonded in- 
debtedness of the Town of Gleichen is 
$49,000.00, no part of which debt is in 
arréars. 

And whereas it is deemed advisable 
that this by-law take effect on the 
first day of June, A.D. 1017, 

Therefore, the Council of the Town 
of Gleichen enacts as follows:— 

1. That debentures in the sum o. 
five thousand dollars be issued for the 
ea gp of purchasing the electric 

ight plant owned by F. O. Vigar and 
and consisting of boiler, engine, two 
generators, belting, switchboard and 
instruments, pole line and wiring and 
all appliances and equipment present- 
ly used in its maintainance as a run- 
ning plant, and for the purpose of 
moving and erecting the aforemen- 
ioned machinery and equipment at 
the Town Power Station; each of 
which debentures shall be dated of 
the day in which this by-law takes 
effect and shall be payable in ten 
a el consecutive annual instalments 
of.principal and interest at the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce in the town 
of Gleichen, Aiberta. 

2, Each of the said debentures shall 
bear interest at the rate of six per 
cent per annum and shall have attach- 
ed to them coupons for the Paya of 
the annual instalment of principal 
and interest, the said debentures to be 
signed by the Mayor and Secretary- 
Treasurer of thafown of Gleichen and 
sealed with the seal of the corporation 
ofthe town of Gleichen and the attach- 
ed coupons shall likewise be signed by 
the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Town of Gleichen. 

8, During the currency of the said 
debentures there shall be raised an- 
nually by special rate on all the rate- 
able property in the Town of Gleichen 
the sum of $676.85 for the purpose of 
paying the amourt of the annual in- 
stalments of principal and interest in 
each of the said years in respect of the 
said debt.

The Horse’s Education 


Special Training is Advisable 
Farm Horses 


a [STs 
It is not too much to say that the 
majority of farmers pay little or no 
attention to the education of the 
horses which they breed, The young 
animal is given scant attention until 
the age of two and a half or three 
years, at which time He is usually 
placed in harness, When he learns 
to behave himself, to go forward and 
to stop at certain signals, he is con- 
sidered as_ having graduated, and so 
is said to be properly trained, Some 
horses being gifted with more intel- 
ligence’ than their masters, manage 
to pick up an education just as some 
men do, And it is these horses that 
know something besides going for- 
ward or backward and obeying the 
pull 6n the mouth, that get the big- 
gest share of the farm work. These 
are the ones which the farm hands 
prefer to use, and the ones most pro- 
fitable to work, This for the reason 
that they need not be totally regard- 
ed as machines, but rather may be 
depe nded upon themselves to exer- 
cise a certain amount of intelligence 
in the work they are doing, I know 
sections where prospective farmer 
buyers will hardly look at a horse 
not trained to voice control for farm 
purposes, And why not? Cow pon- 
ics, cavalry horses, ete, were taught 
to obey a word or a touch of knee 
or even a swing of the rider's body. 
This is an age of special training in 
men and women, and why not of rea- 
sonable training of farm horses? Yet 
rmers and breeders seem satisfied 
if they persuade a horse to wear har- 
ness. and draw a load, even if they

The purchaser of livestock under 
this Act must retain the progeny of 
the cows or heifers so purchased un- 
til the note is paid, except that he 
can sell the steers when they are 
two years old and use the proceeds 
in connection with his farming bus- 
iness. None of the original cowa 
or heifers, or cows and heifers bred 
from them, can be sold without the 
written consent of the Live Stoek 
Commissioner. This consent, of 
course, will be given in case a farm- 
should require to sell any of them 
on account of their being non- 
breeders or for any other reason, 
replacing those sold with other 
cows or heifers. In this way the 
live stock loans will practically all
